Harnden Tavern 
case in court 


The Harnden Tavern case resumes at 
11:15 Wednesday, in Lowell Superior 
Court. The case has been going on for 
two days, and has been marked by con- 
sistent wrangling between the two at- 
tormiies. 

The question to be decided by the jury 
is the value of the tavern, at the time it 
was taken bythe town in eminent do- 
main proceedings, three years ago. So 
far only one appraiser has been able to 
testify, and he has not completed his 
testimony. 

Ed Larkin of Malden, employed by 
Mr. Palotta, the former owner of the 
building, told the court Monday after- 
noon that his value was placed at $117,- 
800 on the day of taking. The building 
itself he valued at $68,480, the rest of 
the valuation going for the land (less 
than two acres) and other buildings. 
Mr. Larkin resumed testimony on 
Tuesday, and the two attornies have not 
yet dismissed him. 

Others to testify were Elizabeth 
Amadom of Wenham, who is the Ex- 
ecutive Director of the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission; Shirley Callan 
of Woburn Street, Wilmington, who was 
the chairman of the Wilmington 
Historical Commission, and Larz 
Neilson, publisher of the Town Crier. 

The testimony of the first two 
witnesses involved the placing of the 
name of the tavern in the national and 
state historical records. Mrs. Callan 
also testified as to the offers made by 


«Mr. Palotta, before the building was 


taken by eminent domain. This was 
after he had taken out a permit to tear 
down the tavern, from the Wilmington 
Building Inspector. 

Mrs. Callan testified that Palotta had 
said he would give the property to the 
town if she would use her influence to 
get the selectmen and finance com- 
mittee to agree to rezoning the proper- 
ty, about 36 acres, for the purpose of 
constructing condominiums. Rather 
than see that happen, Mrs. Callan said, 
when she was reporting Palotta's 
promise to tear down the tavern “‘I will 
lay down in front of the bulldozer.”’ 

The presiding justice, Mr. Lynch, 
told the two attornies that he never saw 
a land taking case such as this - they 
were arguing all the time.

Home owner exposes problem 
in his own back yard

Antonio Cutone of Gunderson Road 
has dug up a problem for himself and 
the Town of Wilmington 


In the process of landscaping his 
yard, Cutone has removed gravel from 
a small hill on the property line 
between Cutone’s land and Apollo Park, 
owned by the Wilmington Conservation 
Commission. 


Cutone has not taken any town 
gravel, but in digging he has exposed 
and undercut a tremendous boulder. 
That boulder is sitting exactly on the 
property line, five per cent on Cutone’s 
land and 9% per cent on town land. As it 
now sits, the boulder is a hazard, 
because it threatens to fall into the area 
excavated by Cutone 


Cutone can not excavate any more 
gravel from under the rock without go- 
ing onto town land. Neither can anyone 
safely excavate more gravel without 
putting himself in great danger. 


Mr. and Mrs. Cutone have sought 
help from the Wilmington Conservation 
Commission. The people on that board 
admit that there is a serious problem, 
but they are not happy about their hav- 
ing to solve it. 


The members of the Conservation 
Commission say that they have done 
nothing to cause the problem. It is 
Cutone who caused it, they say. 

The land for Apollo Park was bought 
by the town some six or seven years 
ago, at the time of the moon landings. 
A desolate piece of land, it was stripped 
of all gravel by the builder of the sub- 
division it now stands vacant. In one 
corner of it is a small jutting hill, with 
several large boulders and a small 
amount of gravel. 


Members ‘of the commission put in 
many long hours, working to clean up 
Apollo Park, removing stumps, brush 
and rubble left by the builders and 
other people. The conservation people ' 
found it to be thankless work, with 
nobody offering a glass of water, much 
less a helping hand.

The commission is now composed of 
different people than those who worked 
in the cleanup, with one or two excep- 
tions. But the feeling of the members 


of the commission still reflects that of 
the people who worked with no thanks. 
Bill Ingram, a new member of the 


commission, said he is in favor of tell- 
ing Cutone: “You are responsible for it. 
You took it out, you put it back.” 

Cutone has said that he would like to 
have the town bring a piece of equip- 
ment to excavate the remaining gravel 
from under the boulder, allowing it to 
fall. It is a job that could not safely be 
done by hand.

Unhappy Wilmington voters 


It was the voters of Wilmington, or 
some of them, who were unhappy last 
week. They had to wait in line, and that 
isn't supposed to happen. 

Wilmington has 25 voting machines, 
all of which appear on election day in 
the High School gymnasium, in blocks 
of four, for each of the six precincts. 
There is one extra, which is set aside 
for special purposes, or if there is a 
precinct which is, say, over weight. 

Everyone parks their own car in the 
school parking lot. Everyone votes 
quickly, and goes home. At 8:10p.m. or 
about then the Town Clerk starts get- 
ting the count, and this takes about 45 
minutes, so that about nine o'clock the 
‘results are known and announced. 

It wasn’t the machines - it was the 
line of voters, that spoiled things last 
week. After supper it was stretching 


out to Church Street and then some, and 
some voters, very angry voters, told 
the Town Crier they were in line for an 
hour and a half. 7 

Of course that election was a heavy 
one. Not many more will occur like 
that in the next four years - until 
somebody is running against Carter. 
Maybe the good Town Fathers can 
snooze for a while. 

But maybe not. It might be a good 
idea to think of some alternatives. 
Would it be a good idea to use the 
Mildred Rogers School, on National 
Election days - and the North 
Intermediate School. These are 
questions which might be pondered. 

It so happens, for those who care to 
know, that the last vote was cast at 9:10 
p.m. on Nov. 2 and it was a voter in the 
fourth precinct 


The Tewksbury vote 


Unlike Wilmington, Tewksbury has 
no voting machines. The ballots are 
counted by hand, and a crew of workers 
toile dinto the small hours of the mor- 
ning to accomplish this. Other than at 
the Shawsheen School there seemed to 
be no difficulty. At that school there 
were not enough workers. 


There are three precincts, and the 
last ballots were cast at about the same 
time as in Wilmington. The Shawsheen 
voters were the first to finish, at about 
8:45 p.m. 

There were no complaints to the 
Town Crier, from unhappy voters of 
Tewksbury. 


The Rev. Sewall House 


Some years ago the Town Crier told 
the story of the marriage of Elizabeth 
Dearborn and Deacon Joseph Bell. The 
Deacon lived in the big house called the 
Bell Farm, now the property of the 
Drs. Bigwood, on Chestnut Street in 
Wilmington. He was a Deacon of the 
Wilmington Congregational Church, 
and was a widower, at that time, 10 
years before the Civil War. 

Elizabeth Dearborn had come from 
upstate New York, and she had an in- 
fant son whom she Rensallear, 
possibly because he’was born in that 
place, up on the Hudson River. Her 
story was a pathetic one, and she was 
working in Woburn, back in 1849, when 
the good people of that town kicked her 
out, for reasons of morality, 

Elizabeth Dearborn was wholly 
without resources. She could nothing 
but walk down the road, with her infant 
son, 

‘That road happened to be what is now 
Chestnut Street, in Wilmington. The 
farm house of Deacon Bell was the se- 
cond or third on the right, as she walk- 
ed. The Deacon took her in, and she 
stayed there for the winter. 

The first home was that of Deacon 
Benjamin Foster. It stood at about 
where the Mantini home is today - not 
exactly, but near. Deacon Foster did 
not regard kindly the fact that 
Elizabeth Dearborn was living at the 
home of Deacon Bell. 

One night in March, the neighbors 
visited the home of Deacon Joseph 
Bell, and found the good Deacon and 
Elizabeth in the same bed. There was a 
midnight marriage, and the new Mrs. 
Bell lived in the Bell home for many 
years, a person who was much 
respected and beloved by her 
neighbors, 50 years later. 

The story was more fully told in the 
Town Crier some years ago. The mid- 


night marriage was performed by the 
Rev. Mr. Sewall of the Burlington 


Town Crier 


Church of Christ. It is quite probable 
that the ceremony was held in the home 
of the minister. 


The Rev. Sewall was a persop of 
some note, who, among other things 
wrote an authoritative History of 
Woburn. His home has long since dis- 
appeared 

John F. Gilman was a man who lived 
in this area, 1871-2. He later lived in 
Vermont. He was an artist of some 
note. 

The Town Crier believes, but cannot 
prove, that he lived in the home which 
is now that of Elmer Branscombe, at 
298 Main Street, Wilmington. Anyway, 
among his drawings were two of the 
home of William Gowing Bf North 
Wilmington. Mr. Gowing was a 
prosperous butcher, who possibly was 
the man who started the butcher 
business of which the Town Crier has 
written. 

On Nov. 5, a Sunday, there was an ex- 
hibit of the works of Mr. Gilman, by the 
Billerica Historical Society. Included 
in the pictures shown were those of the 
William Gowing farm. 

also ificluded was a drawing of the 
home of the Rev. Mr. Sewall. The 
home was some distance from the 
viewpoint of the artist, and behind 
some trees, which may have been 
magnificent in their day, but which 
obscure the drawing of the home, for 
Photographic purposes. 

Also, the drawing lidd been folded, 
and there were many creases which 
showed up, strongly. The Town Crier 
took a photograph, which, everything 
considered, was a reasonable one. It is 
not good enough to reproduce in a 
newspaper 

Now there is a likeness known, of the 
home of the man who wrote that 
History of Woburn, and where that mid- 
night marriage ceremony which united 
Elizabeth Dearborn and Deacon Bell, 
back in March, 1850.

The name is still 
known in Wilmington, the old Justice 
place is still down on Chestnut Street, 
but Norman has been living in the State 
of Maine for many years - in fact his 
son and namesake is 26 years old, which 
in a way tells how long it is since Nor- 
man left Wilmington. There was a nice 
story about Norman, a few days ago, in 
the Portland Evening Express. 

Norman had a dairy farm, in West 
Gorham, Maine. Disaster was the fate 
of the Maine dairy farms, when the 
price of oil was raised, a couple of 
years ago, by the Sheiks of Araby. The 
Main dairy farmers could not afford to 
pay for hay and feed trucked in from 
the western states. Many dairy farms 
went out of business, as a result of the 
oil crisis.

But not Norman Justice, father and 
_son. Instead they turned their efforts to 
the raising of veal - calves who drank 
milk, and did not consume hay and 
grain. They feed their calves a high 
potency diet consisting of powdered 
milk and soybean powder 

Every five weeks now, Norman, 
father and son, ship calves to a subur- 
ban New York City address, where the 
calves are slaughtered, and the meat 
sold to restaurants and high quality 
markets in New York. The veal sells in 
New York for about $4 a pound, and 
each of the calves, when shipped, 
weighs about 300 pounds. 

According to the Evening Express, 
Norman and his son are now about to 
become the largest wholesalers of veal 
calves in New England.
